Salient Facts About Heber City Cemetery: 


Land of this cemetery first occupied as Hunting Grounds of the Ute and 
Shoshoni Tribes of Indians. 

John Duke (1834-1919) Then was allotteda farm including the original 
parcel, now the Main or Central Section of this Cemetery. 

There was a small burial lot desigated by the Utah County Surveyor, James 
Chauncey Snow, at the time of the first survey of Heber City, in 1859. 
Then the John Duke Family donated the Center or Main Section of the 
present Cemetery to the City for burials. 


In Pioneer times there was only a trail to this Site. 

Then after many donations of time and money (records in hands of Teenie 
Barker), a dirt road was constructed to the Cemetery from town. In early days 
not much care was given to the cemetery, because other important things took 
prescident. 


The fiirst person to buried here was a child of James and Seriah Cook, in 1859. 
The first adult to be buried here was John Carlile, who was one of the original 
eleven white settlers from Provo, to come into the Timpanogos Valley on Ist 
of May 1859. | 


The first wire fence was built by David N Murdock (HBUM p 44) 
Later a White picket Fence was constructed by Joseph Smith MacDonals, for 
which service he was awarded two burial plots. 


In Early days, after the graves were dug, a brick bottom was laid, and then 
brick sides built as a container or vault. Another way, was to line the grave 
with red sandstone, (HBUM p1049) obtained from the John Crook Quarry in 
Lake Creek. Now, most everyone has a precast cement vault placed in the 
grave to receive the casket, and then the casket is set inside it and a cast 
cement lid is placed over that. 


Local material has been used for headstones; red sandstone, from the John 
Crook Quarry, or white marble-like stone taken from the upper Snake Creek 
(box) Canyon, or the gray course granite from Pine Canyon in Midway. This 
granite was too course, and inscriptions soon became illegible, so, was no 
longer used. 


Graves used to be dug with pick and shovel, by hand. Now a Back-Hoe is 
easier.

Undoubtedly,there are many other Indians buried in Old Wasatch County, 
which at one time, included all of present Uinta County, Duchesne County 


and present Wasatch County.
